The Tiara 5K started when a group from the 
Women's Fund, a nonprofit organization in New 
Bedford that supports women in their endeavor to 
become financially independent, approached Ken and 
Liz Ackerman, the owners of Oxford Creamery in 
Mattapoisett, and asked if they would host a 5K event at 
their restaurant. 

Local participants in a Mother's Day 5K 
expressed a demand for a more local race to run on that 
day, since it was tough getting up early on that special 
day to travel to Marshfield for the closest race. 

The Ackermans thought it would be a great way 
to give back to the community by hosting the Mother's 
Day road race. 

During the first year, over 300 participants 
registered for the race, which was a welcome surprise for 
the coordinators. They managed to raise $10,000 that first 
year, and the race only grew since then. 

Last year, there were over 1,100 runners who 
raised over $56,000 and the amount of volunteers has 
increased steadily. 

This year, the rain likely dampened the event 
some, with 441 registered runners this year. Women ruled 
the roost this year, with the first five runners to cross the 
finish line being women. 

Rebecca Cotugno, 30, placed first overall at 21:07, 
followed by Julie Craig, 50, at 21:23; and Gina Shield, 49, 
coming in third at 21:24.

Senator Marc Pacheco Visits Sippican's Fifth Grade

On May 12, Senator Marc Pacheco visited 
Sippican Elementary School, bringing along with him 
copies of a booklet entitled The Ladybug Story. 

As the fifth grade classes gathered around, 
Pacheco read the story aloud. "The Ladybug Story is a true 
story," Pacheco told the kids. "It is a story about how laws 
are made." 

While the story brings to life the complexities 
of the legislative process, it does so in terms that young 
children can understand. And certainly Pacheco's reading 
assisted, as he explained what a bill was, how it moves 
through the House of Representatives and the Senate, and 
how ultimately it may be passed into law. 

In the story, children from an elementary school 
in Franklin, Massachusetts wanted to have the ladybug 
recognized as the state bug after learning in class that 
there is a state bird and even a state fish. The story details 
the various steps the students took over an extended 
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period of time, eventually witnessing the bill's passage into 
law. 

Pacheco also told the students about the work done 
by representatives and senators. 

He explained the two legislative branches of government. 
"Sometimes people complain about how long it takes a bill 
to get out of committee review," he chuckled, while saying 
that the present legislative session included 6,000 bills. The 
students' reaction: "Wow!" 

The children asked Pacheco how long he had been 
a senator. "Twenty- three years," he responded, explaining 
that every two years he has to run again to keep his seat. 
They were also curious if he had ever met the president. 

"I haven't met the current president," Pacheco 
replied, "but I've met President Obama, President Bush, 
and President Clinton." He added, "I've been on Air Force 
One with President Clinton."

Marion Town Meeting Called Into Question

The Town of Marion is having a difficult time 
answering the question as to whether a town bylaw was 
violated during the May 8 Annual Town Meeting when 
Town Moderator Jeffrey Dickerson proceeded after 10:00 
pm to allow voting on articles appropriating over $1,000.

The bylaw reads, ''Articles of the warrant shall 
be acted upon in the order in which they appear on the 
warrant unless otherwise determined by a vote of the 
meeting, except that no article to appropriate a sum in excess 
of $1,000 shall be introduced after 10:00 p.m." 

As Town Meeting slogged on slowly and as 10:00 
pm approached, it was announced to Dickerson and to 
voters that no articles to appropriate money are allowed 
past 10:00 pm. Dickerson urged voters to quickly wrap up 
any comments so that they could rapidly run through the 
remaining money articles before the 10:00 pm deadline. 

But as 10:00 pm came and passed, Dickerson 
continued to introduce four more articles appropriating 
Community Preservation Act funds, all over the $1,000 
appropriation maximum set by the bylaw, and one of 
them amounting to $203,100. 

Marion Town Clerk Ray Pickles on May 16 during 
a phone interview first stated that the five appropriation 
articles (Articles 30-34) were to "transfer and appropriate" 
funds, which is allowed, and not "raise and appropriate" 
funds, which he stated is not allowed. The bylaw.

however, does not contain language distinguishing which 
type of appropriation cannot be acted upon after 10:00 pm. 

Articles 30, 31, and 32 themselves also do not 
contain language referring to ''raise" or transfer"; rather, 
they simply state "appropriate." 

Article 33 does mention "transfer"; however, it 
was to appropriate $40,000 to be transferred from the CPA 
undesignated funds directly to the Department of Public 
Works to purchase 164 acres of drinking water conservation 
land. 

Pickles then stated that the decision to keep going 
was that of the Finance Committee, the moderator, and the 
Board of Selectmen, and had nothing to do with the town 
clerk. 

"Why they did that, I don't know why," said 
Pickles. "You'd have to ask them." 

On May 16, Town Administrator Paul Dawson said 
he was unable to answer the question as to whether or not 
the appropriation articles should have been introduced. 

"The moderator made a decision to move 
forward," said Dawson. When asked if the moderator had 
the authority to move forward with the appropriation 
articles past the 10:00 pm cutoff, he replied, "I don't know 
how to answer that." 

In response to Pickles' assertion that the decision 
to move ahead was that of the Finance Committee, the 
moderator, and the Board of Selectmen, Dawson replied, 
"I'm not aware of any discussion that took place with the 
FinCom and the Board of Selectmen at that time," unable to 
confirm it either way. 

Dickerson did not respond to a request to contact 
The Wanderer for comment via Dawson. 

The Wanderer spoke with a press representative 
from the Attorney General's Office, who was looking into 
the matter but did not respond with further assistance

"Get Back!"

(This story contains information on crimes. Some 
details may he too graphic for children under the age of 13.) 

On May 10, a group of 20 women from all walks 
of life and all ages participated in a program that could 
very well end up saving their lives: self-defense training. 

The free three-hour class was hosted by the 
Mattapoisett Recreation Department in partnership with 
the Plymouth County Sheriff's Office.

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in the sheriff's office, coordinated the evening's event, 
saying, "All the credit goes to Sheriff Joe McDonald." He 
said that McDonald fully supported the training program, 
which was developed by two of his officers. Major 
Dwayne Fortes and Lieutenant Jennifer Keegan. Moniz 
said these officers were dedicated to helping women learn 
how to defend themselves - how to be empowered. 

"It doesn't matter how old you are or how weak 
you think you are, there is always something you can do 
to help yourself," Fortes assured the women. 

The self-defense system taught by Fortes and 
Keegan is a hybrid they have developed. It employs 
traditional boxing positions, evasive movements, and 
marshal arts moves.

Before getting into the physical techniques, he 
asked the group to think about how they conducted 
themselves when going about doing everyday things like 
shopping or pumping gas. 

"What do most women do when they get back to 
their cars?" Fortes asked. "That's right, you put your purse 
in the front passenger seat, leave the car unlocked and then 
load the groceries in the back." He said that the "bad guys" 
are waiting and watching. "While you are putting things 
in the back, they are taking your purse from the front 
seat!" Fortes said the most important thing for women to 
remember is to be alert to their surroundings. 

Fortes said that he and Keegan had developed the 
program after spending many hours talking to criminals 
asking them why they had raped, robbed, or committed 
other crimes against women. The majority of the time, the 
response was similar and shocking: "...because I could." 

"They don't care about you. They want your stuff 
to sell for drugs," said Fortes. 

The course uses methods that incorporate moves 
that give women a brief but important opportunity to 
target the vulnerable body areas of an assailant such as 
eyes, nose, throat, neck, fingers, even toes before running 
away. "You're not going to stand and fight - get your 
blows in and run," Fortes instructed. 

Fortes and Keegan demonstrated how to defend 
oneself against rape, being grabbed from behind, front and 
rear choke holds, and hair pulls. With each elbow thrust.

knee jerk to the groin, and extended arm, the women were 
told to shout out ''Get back!" or "No!" and to flee to a safe 
area making as much noise as possible. 

The women were shown how to make a proper 
fist and deliver an effective punch. Fortes and Keegan also 
demonstrated how to use the hand as a tool for delivering 
a forceful palm to the nose and even a quick knife-like 
chop to the neck called "knife hand." These exercises 
provided hands-on experiences that the instructors 
believed created muscle memory during an attack. 

The participants were given plenty of time 
to learn correct balanced stances that provide a solid 
foundation during an attack, and then how to deploy an 
amazing variety of moves. And then the officers talked 
about rape. 

Keegan laid on a mat while Fortes hovered over 
her. He said squeezing thighs and knees tightly together 
while screaming and keeping one's hands up over the 
face and head area makes it very difficult for the crime 
to occur. Keegan showed the women how to crab crawl 
while on their back putting distance - even a few feet - 
between them and the attacker. 

Fortes said the rapist is trying to get clothing 
off. "Kick him in the face, chest, stomach. Fight!" He 
explained that criminals are looking for the easiest targets, 
not fighting screaming women. The comment broke the 
tension in the room. 

Keegan and Fortes also demonstrated how to use 
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Time to schedule Seasonal Projects & 
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the small metallic rod called a kubaton to strike at eyes 
or neck areas and even to jab at toes if the victim is on the 
ground. They showed how to use a set of keys by striking 
a criminal's face. The women took turns punching holes 
in cardboard panels with the kubotan, clearly feeling 
stronger with every blow. 

Joanne Dunn of Mattapoisett remarked, "I can get 
pretty saucy with my Italian attitude if anyone bothers me 
. . . but, that might not work on everyone." Dunn, whose 
petite frame belies a lion's heart, said she really enjoyed 
learning how to be prepared if necessary. By throwing 
punches into mitts worn by her partner, Dunn learned she 
is stronger than she realized prior to the class. 

Robin Shufelt, also from Mattapoisett, said, 

"What a good class. So many different moves, choices.... I 
learned a lot about situations that can arise, like when you 
are pumping gas." She felt it was important that women 
young and old learn how to protect themselves. 

Certified fitness instructor Ellie Mae Higgins, who 
has spent years teaching women how to stay strong, said, 
"This was excellent. It empowered me with effective skills 
to be able to fend off an attacker in various situations 
using elbows, knees, fists, feet, in order to free myself and 
escape." 

The message was clear: if you find yourself 
in a compromised position, "Fight as if your very life 
depended on it." Thanks to these officers from the 
sheriff's department, there are now 20 more women ready 
to scream, "Get back!" and deliver a powerful response if 
threatened.

The polls have closed at Old Hammondtown 
School, and the winners have been announced for the 
2017 Mattapoisett Annual Election. 

For Board of Health - the only contested race in 
the election - incumbent Carmelo Nicolosi beat fellow 
candidate George Randall with 366 votes versus Randall's 
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77 votes. 

As for the ballot question for a Proposition IVi 
exemption for Phase VII of the Town's Five Year Road 
Infrastructure Improvement Plan, the question passed with 
236 'yes' votes over 101 'no' votes. 

The rest of the uncontested election results are 
as follows: Town Clerk: Catherine Heuberger, 397 votes; 
Board of Selectmen: Tyler Macallister, 365 votes; Assessor: 
Raymond Andrews, 357 votes; Mattapoisett School 
Committee: Charles Rider, 291 votes, and Carol Clifford, 55 
write-in votes; Old Rochester Regional School Committee 
(three years): Stefan Gabriel, 333 votes; ORR School 
Committee (two years): Deborah Dyson, 349 votes; Trustee 
of the Public Library (two seats): Ruth Oliver Jolliffe, 332 
votes, and Jennifer Russell, 320 votes; Moderator: John 
Eklund, 372 votes; Water / Sewer Commissioner: Daniel 
Chase, 363 votes; Planning Board (five years): Janice 
Robbins, 351 votes; Planning Board (one year): Gail Carson, 
345 votes; Housing Authority: Susanne Kennedy, 356 
votes; Community Preservation Commission (two seats): 
Michelle Hughes, 360 votes, and Charles McCullough, 320 
votes. 

Voter turnout was relatively low with 463 voters, 
or roughly 9.2 percent of the 5,028 registered Mattapoisett 
voters. 


Hills Climbs to Top of Selectman Race

Either way. Norm Hills was walking away from the 
polling station a winner on Friday, May 12, having his name 
appear twice on the ballot - once in the race for the Board of 
Selectmen and also as one of two candidates vying for three open 
seats on the Planning Board. To Hills' delight, the townspeople 
chose him twice, even if his selectmen win was only by 21 votes. 

Hills received 269 of the votes for Board of Selectman, 
with Christine Winters in second place garnering 248. Matthew 
Vander Pol received 206 votes, Michelle Ouellette Smith 173, and 
Dale Jones collected 108. 

He was surprised, said Hills, pleasantly of course, 
because "it was not a sure thing," as he put it. There are only 
so many people in Marion with 3,900 registered voters and five 
candidates vying for the seat, he pointed out. "It's not a lot of 
votes to go around," said Hills. 

He credited his team of support for the win. "That's 
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probably the best thing, I can say," he said. 

Hills vowed to resign from his appointed positions 
on the Marion Conservation Commission and the Energy 
Management Committee. 

For the Planning Board, Hills received 529 votes, and 
incumbent Eileen Marum was re-elected with 473 votes. Write-in 
candidate Chris Collings received 98 write-in votes and won the 
third open seat on the Planning Board. 

Town Clerk Ray Pickles will keep his position as town 
clerk with Pickles' 612 votes to Frank J. Ryder's 272 votes. Ryder 
previously withdrew from the election, however, citing serious 
health issues. 

The other uncontested races resulted as follows: 
Assessor, Patricia DeCosta, 780 votes; Moderator, Brad Gordon, 
771 votes; Board of Health, Elizabeth Dunn, 796 votes; Tree 
Warder, Steve Gonsalves, 768 votes; Marion School Committee 
(two seats) Kate Houdelette, 699 votes, and Ronal Gerhart, 483 
votes; ORR School Committee, Paul Goulet, Jr., 714 votes; Open 
Space Acquisition Commission (two seats) JKeffrey Oakes, 643 
votes, and Amanda Chace, 558 votes. 

Voter turnout was 1,011 voters, or almost 26%. 


Town Takes Action On ADA Compliance 

Rochester Board of Selectmen

The Rochester Board of Selectmen on May 11 
unanimously approved the motion to accept an ADA 
(Americans with Disabilities Act) assessment and 
transition plan compiled by Facilities Manager Andrew 
Daniel, which could open the Town up for some valuable 
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grant money from the State to fund a number of upgrades 
in various town buildings. 

''It's a living document," said Daniel, "because 
things will change as we go.... Buildings will be added." 

The formal adoption of the ADA transition plan, 
Daniel said, is vital to the grant application process, 
showing proof that the town will move towards ADA 
compliance in the future. 

"We can't play ignorant anymore," said Daniel. 
"We know what those issues are (that need upgrading)." 
He continued, "It is the responsibility of the Town to 
become compliant, not just when those grants become 
available." 

Daniel said the Massachusetts Office of Disability 
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has allotted $1 million in grant funds, and Rochester could 
receive a maximum of $250,000. This grant opportunity, 
Daniel said, is why he chose to act now, ''Although the 
Town is bound by law to become ADA compliant." 

Resident David Eckert asked how much the 
taxpayers would have to spend to bring the town into 
ADA compliance, and when selectmen couldn't give him 
an exact sum, Eckert questioned how the selectmen could 
"endorse" to make handicap accessible upgrades without 
knowing the future costs. 

"The State can impose a mandate on a town, even 
if it's in bankruptcy," said Selectman Naida Parker. "The 
State has the power to do that." She said by making a 
good faith effort in meeting the requirements, mandated 
by law, the actions could be looked at by the State more 
favorably as opposed to having no plan in place for ADA 
access. 

Daniel said the transition plan "puts the ball 
in your court" when it comes to which items the Town 
would like to tackle first. 

"It's a civil rights violation," said Daniel. 

Eckert was unsatisfied with Daniel's response, 
saying he was seeking comment from the selectmen and 
seeking facts only. 

"The fact is, it's a civil rights violation," Daniel 
again stated. 

Planning Board Chairman Arnold Johnson in 
attendance that night weighed in. The federal government 



could step in, he said, as it has with other towns. Without 
the ADA transition plan, Johnson said, "It leads to the 
ability for a person with a handicap . . . [to] sue the Town 
for not being ADA compliant. ... Our insurance will not 
pay it out for the Town." 

Johnson said at a recent Conservation 
Commission meeting, those present had a difficult time 
accommodating an applicant in a wheelchair. 

"It was an absolute embarrassment what had to 
be gone through to get that man [inside]," said Johnson. 
"We need to be proactive in this. As a taxpayer, again, Td 
be really mad at the three selectmen if we get involved 
in a lawsuit. ... I think this is a proactive step in the right 
direction." 

Selectman Greenwood Hartley assured Eckert 
that there were no concrete commitments for specific 
upgrades in the document. Mostly, what was mandated 
right away is the public posting of the notice of non- 
discrimination and the grievance process. 

"It acknowledges there are things we need to do," 
said Hartley. "There's nothing in there that commits us to 
doing anything." It is a step towards compliance. Hartley 
stated. "I don't see a down side to signing this tonight. It's 
going to be better off for us than not doing it." 

Daniel said the Town would not be under a State 
mandated timeline with the adoption of the transition 
plan. But municipalities like the City of Taunton, among 
other towns, were sued, he said, and now they are on the 
Fed's clock. 

Daniel said the deadline for the grant application 
is June 30. 

"We're obligated by law to do these things, 
nevertheless," Daniel said, adding that the ADA 
compliance upgrades were supposed to be done in 1992, 
by law. "We're a little behind." 

Rochester is about 66 percent compliant, he 

stated. 

"I want to be ahead of this," said Daniel. "We do 

care." 

Also during the meeting. Town Administrator 
Suzanne Szyndlar said the Town is in the final stages of 
transitioning to the regionalized 911 dispatch system and 
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would receive the final approval during the summer. 

Hartley said he had the chance to tour the facility, 
which he found 'Very impressive." 

"Who wouldn't want to be part of that?" he said, 
once he witnessed the efficiency when calls came in. "It 
was mere seconds before the ambulance was rolling. It's 
definitely going to be an improvement." 

Police Chief Paul Magee said the additional 
staff in the regionalized 911 dispatch center, located in 
Duxbury will definitely benefit the town. 

"The residents will see," said Magee. 

In other matters, the selectmen entered into an 
agreement with the Town of Acushnet for animal control 
officer assistance. 


Michael Gagliardi was also appointed to the 
Old Colony Regional Vocational Technical High School 
District Committee. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for May 22 at 6:30 pm at Rochester 
Memorial School, just ahead of the Annual Town Meeting 
scheduled for 7:00 pm, also at RMS. 

Water/Sewer Rates Increased in Marion

The Marion Board of Selectmen on May 
16 approved the water and sewer rate increases 
recommended by Finance Director Judy Mooney and the 
Water /Sewer Rate Study Committee. 

"This is probably one of the things I don't like to 
come to," said Mooney, fixing to present the data gathered 
over the last few months. 

Mooney gave some brief history of the water 
and sewer rates for perspective, starting with 2007 when 
Marion had its first significant water and sewer combined 
rate increase of 70% across the board, she said. At that 
time, the base rate was established and then the three tiers 
for consumption. 

Mooney said the Town, at that time, did not 
anticipate any further rate increases for at least five years 
as reserves were established and built up over time to 
keep rates low. 
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In 2015, billing went from semi-annually to 
quarterly, and it was not until 2016 that the town faced its 
next increase with 2.5% on the water rate base charge and 
a 10% sewer rate increase on all tiers. 

"We couldn't avoid it," said Mooney. "It was the 
only way we could spread it out ... in 2016." 

Last year, water rates increased 2.5%, but the 
three tiers stayed the same. Sewer rates went up 2.5% on 
the base rate, with a 0% increase on tier 1, 10% on tier 2, 
and 15% on tier 3. 

Mooney stressed that data is collected by looking 
at "actuals" as opposed to estimates, but she emphasized, 
"Water and sewer is not like your tax rate. It's very easy 
to give an estimate on what the estimated tax rate will be 
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because it's very fixed. It's based on our property value." 
Factors with water, Mooney said, include dry seasons 
when users conserve more. "So it's not that easy to just 
come up with, hey! This is what the increase is going to 
be. We try our best to come up with what we consider the 
average house based on usage." 

For 2018, there will be modest rate increases on 
water - 1% on the base rate, with a .5% increase on tier 1, 
a 1% increase on tier 2, and 1.5% increase on tier 3. 

"This is based on what we've had for historical 
data," said Mooney. "That's the good news on water," she 
added. 

Breaking it down, Mooney said the average tier 
1 (one-person) home will see an annual water increase of 
$2.20, a tier 2 (2.5 people) home will see a $4.76 increase, 
and a tier 3 (five-plus household) will increase, on 
average, $16.60 annually. 

For sewer, there will be a 2.5% base rate increase. 

"We're trying to keep that base charge as low as 
possible," said Mooney. 

Tier 1 sewer users will see a 3% increase ($15.60) 
annually, tier 2 will see 4% ($32.44), and tier 3 will see 5% 
($96.96). 

"We tried to level it off, but last year we didn't 
hit the first tier at all and we just couldn't eliminate that 
again this year," said Mooney. 

Also during the meeting, the selectmen sat 
through a presentation from members of T.U.R.F. 
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regarding the proposed overhaul of the athletic fields at 
Old Rochester Regional. 

With an over $7 million price tag, offset by 
revenue, the three towns' contributions would be $1.67 
million per town. Revenue potential stands at $206,000 
annually and $3.9 million over 15 years. 

Gonsalves expressed a concern over geese 
droppings on the synthetic fields, but he said he is "totally 
in favor of it." 

Hills suggested the group contact the Marion 
Capital Improvement Committee about the project. "We 
need to get this into the [Capital Improvement] plan," 
said Hills. 

Dickerson's main concern was maintenance of the 

fields. 

"With all due respect to the high school," said 
Dickerson, "they're not known for maintaining things. I'd 
hate to go forward with this if there isn't a maintenance 
plan." Dickerson said a commitment from the school to 
maintain the fields would be critical.

In other matters, the Marion Historical 
Commission had expressed a concern that the Civil War 
Monument located at the Marion Music Hall is about to 
topple over. 

Dawson said he reached out to Facilities Director 
Shawn Cormier who said the statue had been knocked 
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down in the 1970s during an act of vandalism and since 
then the statue has been slightly bent. Dawson said the 
monument itself is completely intact and level, although 
the illusion is that it could topple over. 

''It's a pretty sound structure and it's going 
nowhere," said Dawson.

ZBA Overturns Building Inspector's Denial 

Marion Zoning Board of Appeals

The Marion Zoning Board of Appeals on May 
11 approved the owners of "418 Point Road Trust" of 
418 Point Road their request to appeal the building 
inspector's refusal to issue a building permit for 
construction of a kitchen within a recently constructed 
addition to their house. 

The addition - built to house the visiting adult 
children of the appellants - was originally presented 
to the ZBA as an application for a conversion to a two- 
family home. However, ZBA members found that the 
request failed to meet the intent of the bylaw; the board 
concluded that a conversion is a conversion of an existing 
dwelling, and an addition was not a true conversion, in 
their opinion. 

In addition, under the bylaw to convert to a two- 
family the accessory apartment must be no more than 
1,200 square feet; the addition is 2,400 square feet. 

The owners then applied for a building permit 
to install the kitchen aside from the original conversion 
request, which Building Commissioner Scott Shippey 
denied, leading to the appeal before the ZBA. 

Representatives for the owners tried to reassure 
the board back in March that their intention was to allow 
family to occupy the space and would not rent the new 
unit. 

After a number of continuances, the board on 
May 11 overturned Shippey' s denial and agreed to allow 
the kitchen after the owners acquiesced to placing a deed 
restriction to not allow the conversion into a two-family 


house. 

The vote was unanimous. 

The next meeting of the Marion Zoning Board of 
Appeals is scheduled for May 25 at 7:30 pm at the Marion 
Town House. 

Bay Club Neighborhood Stalled 

Mattapoisett Planning Board

The 30-minute meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Planning Board on May 15 was light on agenda items 
and lighter still on forward movement for the Shagbark 
neighborhood planned at The Bay Club. 

Coming before the board was David Mclntire who 
is seeking to sell the property to Northland Residential 
Corporation. In that effort, the two parties have been 
investigating methods and means to provide the Town 
with an acceptable surety. 

Presently, lots are being held awaiting clearance 
that certain construction performance standards have 
been met. The Town and the Mclntire team had studied 
cost estimates for roadwork in the upscale residential 
community, but felt that figures produced by Field 
Engineering, working on behalf of the Town, were too 
high. Those estimates were hundreds of thousands of 
dollars more than Northland and Mclntire could agree to. 

"We are still working on the numbers," Mclntire 
told the board members. He said that his team was 
looking at all options, including staying with lots being 
held as collateral. "We'll be back," he said, adding that 
he would keep the board informed as various financial 
mechanisms are explored. 

Also returning to the board was David Andrews, 
director of Bay Club Real Estate Trust and Community 
Association. 

Planning Board Chairman Tom Tucker and the 
members of the board thanked Andrews for hosting a site 
visit saying, "I'm amazed at the changes." Tucker said that 
the site visit had been important and "very informative." 

Board member Janice Robbins declared, "It's 
better than sitting in a room," gesturing at the conference 
table covered in engineering plans and maps. Member 
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Karin Field added, ''It's a nice project." 

Andrews said The Bay Club partners were 
studying public access points to Tinkham Forest, a 
condition set by the board, with the possibility of placing 
an article on the fall special town meeting warrant for 
voter consideration. Fie said there are concerns regarding 
traffic diversions onto Industrial Drive that flows onto 
North Street. He reported that he had been meeting with 
the town administrator and town counsel regarding 
the matter. Andrews said that a traffic study would be 
conducted to help with the process. 

Andrews reminded the board that two lots are 
being held as surety towards the completion of roadways 
in the development, but until it is determined whether 
or not the public sewer will be constructed through 
existing roads, there was no point in putting a topcoat on 
roads that would eventually be "ripped up." The board 
members concurred. 

On the matter of the subdivision at Brandt Island 
Road, long a thorn in the side of the Planning Board, 
board member Gail Carlson, who is also a resident of 
the community, said that things were moving along. 

She said roads were being completed in Phase 1 along 
with guardrails and lighting. Carlson said septic issues 
remained incomplete, as did turtle fencing. 

Tucker said the developer would be invited to 
the next meeting of the Planning Board to make a more 
complete report on the project. 
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The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Planning 
Board is scheduled for June 5 at 7:00 pm in the town hall 
conference room. 


Wellspring Farm Discusses Road Plans 

Rochester Conservation Commission

Representatives for Wellspring Farm came before 
the Rochester Conservation Commission on May 16 to 
discuss private road plans that will serve clients who 
utilize handicap vans. 

Attorney George Boerger and engineer Joseph 
Webby explained that the proprietors of the experiential 
health care facility, Jim and Holly Vogel, were currently 
in negotiations with the Rochester Planning Board to 
ensure compliance with local bylaws and to eventually 
secure permits for the rehabilitation of an existing private 
roadway that enters the property from Walnut Plain Road. 

Webby said after his presentation outlining the 
preliminary construction plans that he hoped to receive 
guidance from the commission, especially considering 
that the road in question is within the 25-foot no touch 
zone. 

Webby said part of the plan would include 
mitigation considerations and that the construction itself 
would be phased with detailed plans for the construction 
sequencing. 

''We are trying to open dialog now," Webby told 
the commission. 

Chairman Michael Conway said, "Have you read 
our wetland bylaws?" Conceding that he had not yet 
done so, Webby said he would. 

Conservation Agent Laurell Farinon pointed 
out that sometimes it was necessary to "work with what 
you have" - in this case, the old existing road. "They are 
making a bad situation better," she said. 

The commission discussed what they wanted to 
see on site plans, such as stormwater calculations and 
how removed materials would be handled. Farinon told 
Webby, "In my opinion, you've got a pretty good start." 

Boerger asked if the conceptual plans as 
submitted might meet with conservation approval. 
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Although the commission members were non-committal, 
the sentiment was that things were moving in the right 
direction. 

The Vogels now plan to proceed with a Notice of 
Intent filing. 

Also coming before the commission was 
engineer Rick Charon representing Clifford Hedges in his 
continued Request for Determination of Applicability for 
construction of a new home on Neck Road with a private 
well and subsurface sewage disposal system. Charon said 
that Natural Heritage had responded that the area was 
not a primary wildlife habitat area and was not ordering 
a turtle sweep. 

Charon also reported that old bog features dating 
as far back as 1893 were not wetland areas and that 
landscape disturbances on the property occurred prior to 
2001. 

Hedges received a Negative Determination. 

Andrew Revell, 59 Bradford Lane, also received 
a Negative Determination for his RDA filing for the 
construction of a wheelchair accessible path within a 100- 
foot buffer zone. 

'Tt will give me greater access to my property 
and to be with my children as they explore," Revell said. 

Steve Long of Borrego Solar Systems was back 
before the commissioners, but this time he received 
acceptance of his wetlands boundary documentation, 
an area that covers 2,295 linear feet. Borrego provided

stamped engineering plans, field checks of wetland 
flagging, and DEP data sheets as previously requested 
by the commission. The solar project will be located 453 
Rounseville Road. 

Engineer Alan Ewing represented Marc and 
Nancy Ferreira for property located on Vaughan Hill Road 
with their Notice of Intent filing for the construction of a 
new home and septic system that will require a wetlands 
crossing. 

Ewing didn't see the need to continue the hearing 
when asked to include phased construction details to the 
plans saying, "Well, you can condition that." 

But the commissioners and Farinon wanted more. 

"Fd suggest a semi-permanent barrier," Farinon 


said, which would visually demonstrate where limits of 
work are established. She said the lot was tight and that 
sometimes when they impose this type of condition, it 
doesn't get done. "I'd like to see it at the beginning," she 
said. 

Ewing eventually requested a continuation as 
it became clear his documents were not sufficient. The 
hearing was continued until June 6. 

Also continued until June 6 was the RDA filing by 
Willow Creek Builders for a cluster subdivision located at 
153 Forbes Road, formally called Forbes Swamp Road. 

Representing the owners was Timothy Higgins, 
Edgewood Development Company, who said that 
mistakes had been made on the project. He said a well 
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had been positioned within a 25-foot buffer zone. 

Farinon said that during her site visit she had 
witnessed water bubbling up over the top of a well. 

She suggested to Higgins that he ask for a continuation 
to give the construction team time to remove silt that 
had advanced into the wetland system and to establish 
siltation controls. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Conservation 
Commission is scheduled for June 6 at 7:00 pm in the 
Rochester Town Hall conference room. 

Guesthouse Will Remain, With Conditions 

Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals

The Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals on May 
11 allowed Derek Maksy to keep a guesthouse located by 
Snipatuit Pond, while allowing him to construct a single- 
family house on the same lot. 

Maksy applied for a variance to allow two 
dwellings on one lot at 257 Neck Road, but the board 
determined that the structure meant for personal use 
only should be considered a guesthouse, albeit one that is 
larger than permitted in the bylaw. 

Although some in attendance that night were 
unaware of the fact, guesthouses are actually permitted 
in the Rochester Zoning Bylaws, granted that they abide 
by the setbacks and are 300 square feet or less. Although 
Maksy' s exceeds that by 284 square feet, the board 
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determined that there would be no detriment if allowed 
to remain. 

Conditions were placed on the variance approval, 
however, including that the guesthouse could only be 
inhabited by the owner of the property for personal 
enjoyment of the waterfront, and no rentals would be 
permitted, not even to extended family members or 
friends. 

The cottage is equipped with septic service and 
has a well and indoor plumbing. 

Maksy said he was not aware when he purchased 
the 2.88-acre lot in April that he would not automatically 
be able to keep the cottage while building a principal 
dwelling on the property. 

The Planning Board issued a letter to the ZBA 
expressing opposition to allowing two ''dwellings" on the 
property, but expressed its tentative support for allowing 
it as a guesthouse for personal use only. 

Other conditions placed were that no kitchen 
would be allowed, and the footprint would not be 
permitted to expand. 

The board was satisfied that the variance upheld 
the original intent of the bylaw, which is for the permitted 
use of a guesthouse, and without financial benefit to the 
property owner. 

The vote was unanimous. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Zoning Board 
of Appeals is scheduled for May 25 at 7:00 pm at the 
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Rochester Town Hall. 


ConCom Member Goes 'On the Record' 

Marion Conservation Commission

Marion Conservation Commission associate 
member Shaun Walsh said on May 10 that he wanted 
to go on the record in response to what he said were 
allegations of a conflict of interest. 

Walsh, an attorney for the Massachusetts 
Department of Environmental Protection, wanted all 
residents of Marion to know that whenever a denial 
for an application is made by the Marion Conservation 
Commission and appealed to the DEP, another DEP 
attorney is assigned the case - not Walsh. 

''To the world," Walsh stated, "I have nothing 
to do with any appeal from any decision that this board 
makes. And that has been discussed with the state ethics 
commission as well." 

Also during the meeting, the commission issued 
an Order of Conditions for Notice of Intent applicants 
Nancy Edmonds and William Murphy to raze an existing 
single-family house and build a four-bedroom single- 
family house at 296 Delano Road. The proposed house is 
in the ten-year flood plain and within the buffer zone of a 
coastal bank. 

The commission also issued a Certificate of 
Compliance to George Silvestri of Seaside Lane for 
vista pruning. The pruning was rather "aggressive," the 
commission noted, pointing out that underbrush clearing 
was too rigorous and too close to the 15-foot no work 
zone. Chairman Cynthia Callow said she blamed herself 
for not articulating any limits of underbrush clearing 
while she was on the site consulting with the property 
owner. The commission was concerned about any future 
buyers of the property not understanding that future vista 
pruning would have to again go before the commission, 
since Silvestri is currently trying to sell the undeveloped 
property. 

The commission continued the public hearing for 
Virginia and Barrett Levensen of Cross Neck Road at the 
request of the applicant until the next meeting. 
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The commission will also request that an 
employee from the Town of Marion appear before the 
commission for an update on the Enforcement Order 
issued for unpermitted work at Washburn Park roughly 
two years ago. 

"I think they're waiting for us to go away," said 
commission member Jeffrey Doubrava. "It's probably the 
most egregious thing that's been done in the town since 
I've been on the board." 

The next meeting of the Marion Conservation 
Commission is scheduled for May 24 at 7:00 pm at the 
Marion Town House. 

Planning Board Selects New Leadership 

Marion Planning Board

The Marion Planning Board on May 15 dispensed 
with the first order of business with little controversy, 
selecting its new leadership roster after the recent town 
elections. The board welcomed newcomer Christopher 
Collings to the board, as well as newly-elected but 
experienced Planning Board member Norm Hills. 

Newly re-elected Planning Board member Eileen 
Marum was selected as the new chairman, with Stephen 
Kokkins remaining as vice-chair. 

Hills, described by board member Jennifer Francis 
as "the best clerk I have ever known," was unanimously 
selected for that position. 

After asking for clarification on the duties of the 
board's representative on the Community Preservation 
Committee, board member Will Saltonstall was 
nominated to fill that position, which he accepted. Marum 
will continue as the SRPEDD representative. 

The Marion Arts Center was on the agenda that 
evening to request a change in lot lines for two non- 
conforming lots adjacent to the Center. 

The Center's goal for moving the lot lines, as 
described by Marion Arts Center board member Michael 
Sudofsky was to create the space to provide handicap 
access to the building and an additional handicap parking 
space. 

The Center will also be creating a small outdoor 
entertainment space. 

When asked by Hills if the Center planned 
to build anything on the newly created lot, Sudofsky 
affirmed that the Center would be keeping the space as it 
is now, saying, "It is a level grassy area. We would add a 
little bluestone." 

Collings asked if the neighbor was okay with the 
proposal. Sudofsky assured the board that they were, and 
that the Center and the neighbor have a good relationship 
since the Center allows some encroachment by the 
neighbor onto their land. 

Marum had contacted Town Counsel Jon 
Witten regarding the request, since the approval would 
be creating two non-conforming lots, one of which is 
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intended to be absorbed into the Center's existing lot. 
While the intent of the request is reasonable, counsel 
suggested to the board that if they were to approve the 
request, that endorsement be contingent on a note being 
added to the plan stating that their endorsement is ". . . 
not an endorsement of zoning compliance ... or resulting 
parcels' status as to conformance with the Marion Zoning 
Bylaw ... or rights to future alterations, expansions or 
changes to any structures located on resulting parcels." 

Sudofsky, acknowledging his ability to speak for 
the Center's board of directors, agreed to this contingency. 
The board voted to endorse the plan with this note 
attached. 

After Planning Board member Steve Gonsalves 
recused himself, the board held a pre-submission 
discussion for 111 Wareham Road known as the Eden 
Landscaping property. 

The applicants. Tad Wallenhaupt and Alex 
Urquart, provided details and illustrations of their 
proposal, but noted that they are hiring engineer David 
Davignon to develop the formal plans for the board. 

The applicants propose to combine four existing 
lots into two lots, one with frontage along Route 6 and the 
other with frontage on Marvel Street. 

Wallenhaupt stated they will build two steel 
Morton-style buildings with dimensions of 60 feet by 100 
feet, totaling 6,000 square feet each. The buildings would 
each have four garage bays, and the applicants would 
each use one bay, with the other six bays rented out. 

Francis mentioned that she had visited the 
Morton Building site and had observed many different 
style buildings, adding, "I am hoping you will pick out a 
building that looks nice?" 

Wallenhaupt, an abutter to the property, assured 
her that he wants to look at something attractive as well, 
and suggested the board look at the steel building behind 
Rose and Vicki's Pizza to get an idea of the proposed style 
of building. 

The Marvel Street access was of some concern for 
Hills, who asked how wide the street was and if there was 
any plan to improve the road. Wallenhaupt stated that he 
thought the road was about 20 feet wide and there was 
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probably not any room for widening it. The surface of the 
road is currently dirt. 

Kokkins suggested it would be good to see the 
traffic flow pattern on the engineered plan, to which 
Marum added later in the meeting her safety concerns for 
that section of Route 6. She referenced a SRPEDD study 
in which the Point Road intersection, which lies west of 
the proposed site, is ranked as one of the most hazardous 
intersections in the state based on number of traffic 
incidents. 

Marum' s concerns were underscored by 
Saltonstall who asked that the applicant "be very aware of 
the issues of traffic" as they design their plan. 

Wallenhaupt noted that the intent is for trucks to 
enter the site from Route 6, but exit onto Marvel Street, 
minimizing traffic concerns on the busy road. However, 
Saltonstall also mentioned that if there are two owners 
in the co-development, that there will need to be a legal 
construct to allow for the one-way traffic circulation the 
applicant is proposing, including easements between 
owners. 

The applicants agreed they would be addressing 
the legal issues with an attorney. 

The board suggested there would need to be a 
full Site Plan Review, which includes a public hearing 
and a third-party engineer to work on the board's behalf. 
Hills didn't think an environmental assessment was 
warranted, although Marum did raise the question of 
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possible hazardous waste on the site, saying she saw what 
appeared to be old rusty vehicles on the site. 

Wallenhaupt assured the board that to his 
knowledge the site was free of hazardous waste. 

The applicants will return to the board as soon 
as possible with engineered plans for the ANR plan to 
combine the lots. Saltonstall and Kokkins will act as 
liaisons and points of contact for this project. 

In other business, Francis reported that the 
Transportation and Circulation Task Force has met twice 
and is making great progress. Francis said they would like 
to combine forces with Mattapoisett and obtain a Corridor 
Study, paid for by SRPEDD, to study the traffic in both 
towns. This study, Francis said, 'Ts the first step toward 
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getting money to work on a state road." 

The next scheduled meeting of the Marion 
Planning Board is June 5 at a location to be announced. 


High School Parking Agreement Approved 

Old Rochester Regional School Committee

In response to concerns last month over students 
speeding to and from school, the Old Rochester Regional 
School Committee approved on May 10 a new student 
parking permit application and agreement that makes 
students applying for a parking permit pledge to drive 
safely and cautions them that there will be consequences 
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if they are reported to the school for unsafe driving. 

The application/ agreement makes students 
registering their vehicles to promise to obey traffic rules, 
lest their parking privileges be revoked. 

Enforcement of the agreement focuses on the 30 
minutes before and after school as students have been 
reportedly driving at excessive speeds to and from school. 

The role of police will be to issue warnings to 
first- time offenders, and the school would be notified. 

A first-time offense merits a suspension of parking 
privileges for one day, a second offense for three days, 
a third for five days, and a subsequent violation of the 
agreement would result in permanent revocation. 

The enforcement of the agreement is meant to 
be a 'Teaming opportunity" for students as opposed to a 
severe punishment for poor choice making. 

"It gives kids a chance to first understand that 
someone is watching," said ORR School Committee 
Chairman Tina Rood. "They're helping them learn by 
putting consequences on not being a responsible driver." 

High School Principal Michael Devoll said, "Any 
traffic citation reported will also result in suspension (of 
the parking permit)." Parents are also called to alert them. 

In other matters, the committee approved 
four additional delayed start school days in order 
to accommodate the school's need to perform a self- 
assessment as the school undergoes accreditation the next 
school year. 

Devoll said he prefers the four two-hour delayed 
start school days as opposed to adding additional half 
days, mostly because students would benefit more from 
a delayed start over a half day because they are more 
alert at 9:30 than they are at 7:30, and also because a snow 
emergency two-hour delayed start schedule already 
exists, which would be followed. 

Students who ride the bus would be picked up 
and brought to the school at the regular 7:30 start time 
and spend those two free hours studying, at the library, in 
the cafeteria, or using computers. 

Devoll said adequate supervision for those 
students would be provided. 

The four two-hour delayed start mornings are 
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only temporary as the school undergoes accreditation 
next year, the committee pointed out. 

The delayed start dates were identified as October 
19, November 16, December 1, and January 11. 

In other matters, the committee approved a 
number of changes to the student handbook, including 
a new dismissal policy that came about as a result of 
ongoing problems with the particular matter. 

Students who drive themselves to school will no 
longer be dismissed if a parent simply calls to request it. 

A note from the parent would be accepted for 
dismissal, but a telephone call would simply not do 
anymore. Devoll said on several occasions that calls came 
in for dismissals that were not really from parents, but 
from "friend A or friend B." 

In cases of extreme emergency, parents could call 
and the school would call the parent back on the phone 
numbers provided in the emergency contact form. If a 
parent cannot be reached again, the school would move 
down to the next emergency contact for verification. 

The committee also approved a new 
contemporary a capella music course for the high school. 
Devoll said a number of students have expressed interest 
in the course and auditions would ensue. 

Also, with the additions of camera in the school 
hallways and on the grounds, the handbook will now 
warn students that any footage recorded can be used 
against the students should any incidents be reported. 

The next meeting of the Old Rochester Regional 
School Committee is scheduled for June 14 at 6:30 pm in 
the ORR Junior High School media room. 

Mattapoisett Votes 'No' On School Choice

Mattapoisett elementary schools will not 
increase School Choice participation next year, now 
that the Mattapoisett School Committee on May 15 took 
Superintendent Doug White's recommendation to refrain 
from offering any further slots for the upcoming school 
year. 

"Currently, we have a few students who are 
participating in School Choice," said White, "but over the 
last few years, we have continued not to open up new 
slots." 

White cited limited resources and class sizes as 
the main reasons for keeping a lid on School Choice at this 
time. 

In other matters, the committee accepted a 
donation of $80 to go towards a "buddy bench" at Center 
School. 

Principal Rose Bowman said a few years ago. 
Business Administrator Patrick Spencer shared with her a 
story of a student in the North Shore who suggested that 
her school install a buddy bench for students who need a 
playmate at recess time.

''So if you're outside and you don't have 
somebody to play with, you sit on this bench and that's 
the message to the others to come," said Bowman. "And 
the only requirement is that whoever comes to invite you 
to play, you don't turn them away" 

Bowman shared this story with her first and 
second grade students a while back, and on that 
Thursday, she said, she found a card in her mailbox from 
a first-grader with a check for $80 inside. The card read, 
"Dear Mrs. Bowman, I really want Center School to have 
a buddy bench. . ." Bowman said the student shared the 
buddy bench story with her parent who offered to match 
whatever she was able to fundraise for the bench. Having 
raised $40, her parent matched that $40. 

Bowman said she has some funds set aside 
donated from Lifetouch to cover the remaining cost. 

"So in September, if you will accept this donation, 
we will have a buddy bench at Center School." 

The committee accepted the donation 
unanimously. 

"This shows the difference that one person can 
make . . . and how it's rippled out into many schools and 
to makes a difference," said.

Also during the meeting, administration said 
farewell and expressed gratitude to School Committee 
members Carter Hunt and Jim Higgins during their final 
meeting as committee members.

Netflix Prompts Suicide Awareness at ORRHS 

ORR Update

Every other Thursday at Old Rochester Regional 
High School, a certain amount of time at the beginning of 
the day is reserved for an advisory period. These times 
allow for homeroom groups to address ongoing aspects 
and obstacles of teenage life that affect any number of 
students. Under the guidance of their homeroom teacher 
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and an additional staff member, advisories discuss topics 
ranging from test preparation to college admissions, 
depending on their grade. 

One issue that has become more open to 
discussion in the recent years is mental health and illness, 
something that can affect individuals of all ages. 

A current Netflix series, ''13 Reasons Why," has 
particularly caused a surge in this conversation as the 
show revolves around a girl's suicide, the factors that 
led up to it, and the after-effects her death had on her 
community. 

The show has been praised for highlighting the 
struggles of depression and causing many to talk about 
mental health, but it has also been criticized as its story 
and images can be triggering for those suffering in similar 
situations. In the naturally stressful environment school 
can become, it is important to talk about these issues. 

The night before advisory. Principal Michael 
Devoll sent out a school- wide email to students with 
a document listing various sources where individuals 
can seek help and a link to an article that chronicled one 
school's response to the themes presented in the television 
show. This message acted as both a way to help any 
struggling students and to start a conversation amongst 
the student body. 

During advisory the next day, this course of 
action was expanded as each homeroom began the 
session by playing a version of "Jeopardy" that focused 
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on the different supportive resources offered to them at 
school. The method engaged students as they were tasked 
with naming certain staff members, including the school 
nurse (Nurse Corazzini), social worker (Mrs. Dowdall), 
and psychologist (Mr. Allessi). In addition to identifying 
students' support systems, the game also brought up 
mental illness rates and the fact that they are curable and 
not something to be ashamed of. 

This awareness campaign does not just stop 
at the student level. Parents of junior high and high 
school students recently received a correspondence 
from Principals Devoll and Kevin Brogioli that informed 
guardians of the themes in "13 Reasons Why" and safe 
ways to approach discussing the series with their family. 
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Some of these suggestions were: ''What are three 
situations from the series when young people acted in 
heroic or empathetic ways? If you were Hannah (the girl 
who committed suicide), what words or actions might 
have helped you survive?" The email also contained 
a link to the Massachusetts Department of Health and 
Human Services to inform about warning signs of suicide. 

The staff at the high school is also receiving an 
opportunity to become more familiar in dealing with 
mental health and mental illnesses. A workshop titled 
QPR Suicide Prevention Training is being offered in the 
oncoming weeks to the staff with the goal of instructing 
individuals on how to recognize someone at risk of 
suicide. With this lesson, the support system available to 
those at ORRHS will only become stronger.

Tabor Hosts ISTA Championships 

Tabor Academy Update

On Saturday, May 13, the Tabor Academy 
campus was overrun with athletes, parents, and fans as 
Tabor hosted the 34*^ annual Independent School Track 
Association (ISTA) Championship Track & Field Meet. 

The championship brought athletes from 12 
independent schools across New England to Tabor. With 
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a number of individual victories and personal-record 
finishes on both sides, the boys' team placed second and 
the girls' team placed sixth. 

On the boys' side, two athletes placed first in 
their respective categories. The first was senior Archie 
Velasquez, who won in the 3,000-meter race. 

"Archie had the biggest win of the day, setting a 
new PR and leading a 1-2 Tabor finish in the 3,000 along 
with [sophomore Yudai Yamakawa] in second," said Head 
Boys' Coach Chris Adams in a post on the Tabor website. 

The other win was by senior Akim Sanni, who, 
as the favorite in the event, won the high jump with a 
top jump of 6' 2". Sanni also threw 51' 1" in the shotput, 
breaking both a personal and school record. 

On the girls' side, junior and captain Abby Park 
won in the long jump. Abby won the event with a jump of 
14' 8.25". 

"I wasn't really expecting anything from the meet, 
but it was a nice surprise to be able to help earn the team 
more points," said Park. 

The ISTA is a league comprised almost entirely 
of schools from the ISL, the Independent School League, 
which includes many of the top prep schools in the 
Greater-Boston area. The one exception is Tabor, which 
despite not being a member of the ISL has been a member 
of the ISTA for many years. 

This outsider status in the ISTA will disappear 
next year when Tabor officially joins the ISL. Tabor will be 
taking the spot of St. Paul's School, which is leaving the 
league with the plan of joining a new league comprised 
of another group of top New England prep schools. 

The decision to admit Tabor came in the fall, and the 
admittance will provide great benefits and opportunities 
for the school's athletics. 

Tabor is no stranger to hosting running 
championships. This past fall, Tabor hosted the New 
England Prep School Track Association Division II Cross 
Country Championships. In this event, Tabor's boys' 
team took first place in a dominating fashion, winning 
the event for the first time in Tabor's history. In past 
years, Tabor has hosted the New England Track & Field 
Championships as well. 

Next weekend on May 20, Tabor will travel 
to Williston Northampton School in Easthampton, 
Massachusetts for the New England Championship. 

Both teams look to build upon their results in the ISTA 
Championships, and use their strength to make a 
statement on the entire field of New England schools.

was approved. As an example, in this week's warrant 
a free cash request for $54,000 was for a new vehicle. 

Such a round number - why? The answer is either the 
department manager responsible was simply too lazy to 
correctly research the need OR it was written with the 
intention to ask for too much - leaving some "extra" for 
the next year. 

The damage caused by this undisciplined 
behavior comes with the loss of understanding of the 
value of money and the tax rates that react to such casual 
spending. The spiral continues as a town with 2400 homes 
ends up with dozens of "free cash" spending requests on 
a town warrant that drives meetings that last until nearly 
midnight. Fley folks - we just ain't that big a town. . . 

This behavior needs to stop! 

I suggest: 

1) Most of the "free cash" requests belong inside 
the town budget - these are not "extra" and "unplanned" 
needs. It's way past time for Marion department 
managers to do a better job and budget for these - just 
like nearly every family in Marion plans for their own 
needs and expenses. 

2) When a "free cash" request is made, it should 
be accompanied with no less than three bids, with the free 
cash request for the lowest bid. Simple enough. Basically, 
if you can't research your need beyond round numbers, 
don't ask for money.

Resident Evil: The Final Chapter, Starring Milla Jovovich 
and Ali Larter. Directed by Paul W.S. Anderson. 
Running time: 106 minutes. MPAA rating: R. On home 
video this week. 

One thing horror fans remember well from the 
fourth Friday the 13 th film: never trust a horror sequel 
that calls itself ''The Final Chapter." There may, however, 
be a reason to take Resident Evil: The Final Chapter's word 
for it. For one thing, franchise star Milla Jovovich isn't 
getting any younger. Sure, she can leap and shoot and 
fight with as much ease as ever at age 41, but for how 
much longer? And did she really intend to do six of these 
things in the first place? As of now, Jovovich has led 
the longest-running female-fronted action franchise in 
Hollywood history (the all-time record probably belongs 
to Lupe Velez and her eight-film Mexican Spitfire comedy 
series from the '40s). She can safely rest now, and perhaps 
do other projects that don't involve throngs of ravenous 
undead. 

You probably don't need to have seen the 
previous five movies to follow this one; the story (by 
director Paul W.S. Anderson, who is also Mr. Jovovich) 
is as violently incomprehensible as the others, anyway. 
The gist is that the cure for the T-virus (which created 
the zombie outbreak) exists in "the Hive" in the ruined 
Raccoon City, and Jovovich' s Alice must find it (within 
48 hours, of course) and release it to save what's left of 
humanity. Zombies and various other critters get in her 
way, as well as the nefarious Dr. Isaacs (Iain Glen), who 
pursues Alice and her cadre of fellow warriors. Or it 
could be his clone. I'm still not sure. Along for the ride is 
returning comrade-in-arms Claire (Ali Larter), from two 
of the earlier movies. 

Anderson has directed four of the six Resident Evil 
films (including the first one), and though editor Doobie 
White has been encouraged to make unreadable hash out 
of most of the action sequences, there actually is some 
apocalyptic-aesthetic beauty here and there. Often, the 
camera pulls back and back until it surveys the wreckage 
of a city from a great distance or height. The rubble 
contrasts sharply with the antiseptic white-on- white 
glossy surfaces of the villain's interiors. There's poetry. 



too, in Jovovich' s husky snarl of a voice — this heroine 
may or may not be recognizably human after facing so 
much horror. I think after six films and fifteen years of 
this, both Jovovich and Alice have earned a respite. 

The movie and the franchise in general sit largely 
humorlessly at the action-flick table, glowering with the 
higher purpose of saving humankind from the rotten 
Umbrella corporation. The films are more "badass" 
than fun, really. This could be why the series has never 
been especially lucrative in America — even the most 
domestically successful, 201 0's Resident Evil: Afterlife, only 
made $60 million against a $60 million cost — but has 
blown up overseas; this last segment cleared a mere $27 
million here, but pocketed $312 million globally, becoming 
by far the franchise's top breadwinner. So . . . maybe there 
will be post-final chapters? The ending does leave the 
door open for more adventures. 

More adventures with whom, though? Separate 
from the live-action series, there have been animated, 
direct-to-video Resident Evil features; the third. Resident 
Evil: Vendetta, will soon be menacing theaters and digital 
streaming platforms near you. These animated movies 
follow other folks besides Alice, like Leon S. Kennedy, 
a hero familiar from the RE videogame series. (Leon 
also turned up in the previous live-action outing, 2012's 
Retribution, alongside Michelle Rodriguez, whose sullen 
presence is missed here; slight lookalike Ruby Rose 
represents instead as a tomboy mechanic, but she isn't 
around long.) As for future live-action entries, who 
knows? Jovovich deserves a break, but I hate to think of 
these movies not anchored by her agility and her growl. 
It's bad enough we now face Alien movies without 
Sigourney Weaver's Ripley, and my growing suspicion 
is that if Warner Bros, could get away with putting out 
a Wonder Woman movie without Wonder Woman, they 
would.

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is the town of Marion is spending far more $$$ every year 
than they should. The result is higher and higher taxes. 
It's way past time for the town to stay within its means. 

The Finance Committee has done a fabulous 
job balancing the real and unqualified spending needs; 
they have also done a great job managing our growing 
indebtedness (currently about $30 million). But they need 
the help of its citizens to curtail sloppy spending so that 
we can direct more to paying the bills we have already.

Co. At Tabor Academy, he helped publish the 
Tabor Log and originated a class in Journalism for the stu- 
dents in conjunction with the school newspaper. 

Mr. Pangaro was an avid tennis player. He was one of 
the founders of the tennis program at Innis Arden CC in Old 
Greenwich, CT, serving as Chairman. While living in Marion, 
MA, he served both as President and as Treasurer of the Sip- 
pican Tennis Club. During their 15 years wintering in Tucson, 
AZ, he and Edie served as tennis instructors in the Tucson 
Community Tennis Program, a large group of professionals 
and volunteers who taught elementary school children who 
might not have had the opportunity to learn the sport. 

Mr. Pangaro was a veteran of WW2, trained as a 
gunner in the U. S. Army Field Artillery. He was awarded the 
Purple Heart as a result of the Troop Transport he was aboard 
being torpedoed and sunk by a German U-Boat in the S. 

His ship was part of a large convoy trans- 
porting weapons, ammunition, fuel and troop reinforcements 
to N. Africa in support of the invasion of Italy.

Albright Wins State Educator's Award 

Tabor Academy is proud to announce that 
Jennifer Albright, science faculty, has won a prestigious 
Secretary's Award in Energy and Environmental 
Education Excellence (First Honors) given by the 
Massachusetts Executive Office of Energy and 
Environmental Affairs. Albright received the award in 
person at The Massachusetts State House on May 8, 2017. 
The Award in Energy and Environmental Education 
Excellence is given annually to a Massachusetts educator. 

Dr. Michael Rice, Professor of Fisheries and 
Aquaculture at the University of Rhode Island, nominated 
Ms. Albright for the award due to "her work using 
aquaculture and shellfish aquaculture in the classroom as 
a means to teach science." 

Working with Roger Williams University, 

Albright and her aquaculture class began growing 
oysters from larvae, rather than simply purchasing baby 
oysters for grow out. The goal was to dramatically scale 
up production in order to build an oyster reef at Tabor. 
Planted in the harbor in larger numbers, oysters will 
help to improve water quality, provide habitat for other 
species, and provide preferable substrate for the natural 
propagation of oysters. 

With careful planning and collaboration with 
Karin Tammi, the former shellfish hatchery manager at 
Roger Williams, Albright's aquaculture class has worked 
the past two spring semesters to successfully "set" oyster 
larvae and create spat on shell (oyster larvae that have 
cemented themselves to whole shell called "cultch"). 

The aquaculture class also experimented with 
tiny single seed oysters (larvae that have set on "micro 
cultch," ground up shell). Tammi helped Albright design 
and build the setting system the students used, which was 
a scaled down version that the hatchery at Roger Williams 
utilizes.

ARTICLE 15: AMENDMENT TO BYLAW REGARDING 
REVOCATION OR DENIAL OF LICENSES AND PER- 
MITS

Deleting the restrictive language will allow for 
more timely collection of past due taxes when those overdue 
taxpayers are applying for permits, licenses, etc. from various 
Town departments and require that applicants are taxpayers in 
good standing to acquire said permits, licenses, etc. 

ARTICLE 16: TEMPORARY MORATORIUM MARI- 
JUANA RETAIL SALE 

To see if the Town will vote to amend the Town’s Zoning Bylaw 
by adding a new Section IX(H) 

“Temporary Moratorium on Marijuana Retail Sale” (which 
includes dispensing, processing, and 
cultivation activities, and other related activities to the sale, 
storage and distribution of marijuana) in order to undertake a 
planning process to evaluate regulation of marijuana and other 
uses related to the regulation of marijuana and address the 
potential impact of the state regulations on local zoning, as fol- 
lows: 

Section 1 . PURPOSE 

By vote at the State election on November 8, 2016, the voters of 
the Commonwealth approved a law that would legalize recre- 
ational marijuana. The law requires a newly appointed Cannabis 
Control Commission, made up of three members appointed by 
the Massachusetts treasurer that would be responsible for regu- 
lating and supervising marijuana businesses. The law provides 
that it is effective on January 2016 when the CCC releases 
recreational marijuana regulations. If the commission fails to 
develop regulations by Jan. 1 , 2018, the ballot question allows 
existing medical marijuana treatment centers to begin selling 
recreational marijuana to adults without any 
additional regulations. The Commission is charged with devel- 
oping procedures for issuing and renewing licenses. It would 
develop requirements for the security of marijuana businesses, 
for preventing marijuana sales to minors, for record keeping, 
health and safety standards, packaging and labeling require- 
ments, testing requirements, marketing restrictions and enforce- 
ment mechanisms. The Commission will have authority to limit 
the total amount of marijuana grown in Massachusetts. Cities 
and towns can adopt ordinances that impose “reasonable safe- 
guards” on the operation of marijuana shops, including limiting 
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the number or type of marijuana establishments. 

The regulation of recreational marijuana and associated sales 
raises novel and complex legal, planning, and public safety is- 
sues and the Town needs time to study and consider the regula- 
tion of recreational marijuana sales and address such novel and 
complex issues, as well as to address the potential impact of 
the State regulations on local zoning and to undertake a plan- 
ning process to consider amending the Zoning Bylaw regarding 
regulation of Marijuana Retail Sale (which includes dispensing, 
processing, and cultivation activities, and other related activities 
to the sale, storage and distribution of marijuana. 

The Town intends to adopt a temporary moratorium on the 
use of land and structures in the Town for Marijuana Retail 
Sale (which includes dispensing, processing, and cultivation 
activities, and other related activities to the sale, storage and 
distribution of marijuana so as to allow the Town sufficient time 
to engage in a planning process to address the effects of such 
structures and uses in the Town and to enact bylaws in a manner 
consistent with sound land use planning goals and objectives. 

Section 2 DEFINITIONS 

The definitions contained in the AN INITIATIVE PETITION 
FOR A LAW 

RELATIVE TO THE REGULATION AND TAXATION OF 
MARIJUANA shall 

be the definitions used in the Moratorium. These definitions 
include but are not limited to the following: 

“Marijuana” or “Marihuana”, all parts of any plant of the genus 
Cannabis, not excepted below and whether growing or not; the 
seeds thereof; and resin extracted from any part of the plant; 
and every compound, manufacture, salt, derivative, mixture or 
preparation of the plant, its seeds or resin including tetrahydro- 
cannabinol as defined in section 1 of chapter 94C of the General 
Laws; 

provided that “Marijuana” shall not include: (1) The mature 
stalks of the plant, fiber produced from the stalks, oil, or cake 
made from the seeds of the plant, any other compound, manu- 
facture, salt, derivative, mixture or preparation of the mature 
stalks, fiber, oil, or cake made from the seeds of the plant or the 
sterilized seed of the plant that is incapable of germination; (2) 
Hemp; or (3) The weight of any other ingredient combined with 
marijuana to prepare topical or oral 
administrations, food, drink or other products. 

“Marijuana accessories”, equipment, products, devices or 
materials of any kind that are intended or designed for use in 
planting, propagating, cultivating, growing, harvesting, manu- 
facturing, compounding, converting, producing, processing, 
preparing, testing, analyzing, packaging, repackaging, storing, 
containing, ingesting, inhaling or otherwise introducing mari- 
juana into the human body. 

“Marijuana establishment”, a marijuana cultivator, marijuana 
testing facility, marijuana product manufacturer, marijuana 
retailer or any other type of licensed marijuana-related business. 


“Marijuana products”, products that have been manufactured 
and contain marijuana or an extract from marijuana, includ- 
ing concentrated forms of marijuana and products composed 
of marijuana and other ingredients that are intended for use or 
consumption, including edible products, beverages, topical 
products, ointments, oils and tinctures. 

“Marijuana retailer”, an entity licensed to purchase and deliver 
marijuana and marijuana products from marijuana establish- 
ments and to deliver, sell or otherwise transfer marijuana and 
marijuana products to marijuana establishments and to consum- 
ers. 

Section 3 TEMPORARY MORATORIUM 

For the reasons set forth above and notwithstanding any other 
provision of the Zoning Bylaw to the contrary, the Town hereby 
adopts a temporary moratorium on the use of land or structures 
for Marijuana Retail Sale (which includes dispensing, process- 
ing, and cultivation activities, and other related activities to the 
sale, storage and distribution of marijuana. The moratorium 
shall be in effect through October 31 , 2018. During the mora- 
torium period, the Town shall undertake a planning process to 
address the potential impacts of recreational marijuana in the 
Town, consider the regulations of the Cannabis Control Com- 
mission regarding recreational Marijuana and related uses, and 
shall consider adopting new Zoning Bylaws to address the im- 
pact and operation of Marijuana Retail Sale (which includes dis- 
pensing, processing, and cultivation activities, and other related 
activities to the sale, storage and distribution of marijuana”.

demonstrating campfire cooking, fire starting with flint 
and steel, musket ball casting, military drilling, loading 
and firing flintlock muskets and rifles, tin-smithing, 
leather working, sewing, cannon firing and more. Visitors 
may try their hand at tomahawk throwing and children's 
games of the period. 

The highlight of the weekend will be the firing 
of the fort's five large cannons, scheduled for dusk, 
approximately 7:45 pm, on Saturday. When fired near 
sundown, the cannons' plumes of flames and smoke 
make a spectacular sight. 

The Fairhaven Village Militia began as a small 
volunteer group in 1999. Made up of members who 
are interested in local history of the Revolutionary War 
period, they hold historical encampments in Fairhaven 
and nearby communities and host educational programs. 
The group's commander, Ellsworth Sylvaria Jr., is a 
descendant of Bartholomew West, whose home was 
burned by the British in 1778. Member Wayne Oliveira 
was originally a member of the Fourth Old Dartmouth 
Militia group that was started by the late Donald R. 
Bernard before the nation's Bicentennial. There are a 
couple of teenage members who have been participating 
in historical reenactments since very early childhood. 

"Since we started programs at the fort, thousands 
of people, including hundreds of school children, cruise 
ship passengers, visitors and local residents have visited 
us at Fort Phoenix," says Tourism Director Christopher

Fire Chief Brian Jackvony is proud to announce 
that the Marion Fire Department is implementing a 
residential Lock Box Program to expedite access to senior 
and handicapped adults' homes during emergencies. 

In many emergency situations, individuals 
who call 911 may not be able to open their door when 
firefighters arrive, especially if a person falls, has a stroke, 
or is experiencing a heart attack. Currently, firefighters 
must break through a door or a window, causing damage 
and costing money and valuable time. 

Through the Lock Box Program, participants 
install a small box outside their home, with a key code 
that they and the Fire Department have access to in the 
event that immediate access into their home is needed. 

In turn, the likelihood of property damage caused by 
the firefighters forcing entry into a residence is greatly 
reduced. There is no cost to participate in the Lock Box 
Program, other than the cost of a spare key to the door 
that will be accessed. 

"In these instances, every second counts," Chief 
Jackvony said. "Lock boxes are an extremely valuable tool 
for homeowners and the Fire Department to ensure those 
who are in an emergency situation, medical or otherwise, 
receives assistance as quickly as possible."

Zoster Vaccine Availability 

The Marion-Rochester Health District (MRHD), 
in collaboration with the Marion Board of Health and the 
Rochester Board of Health, is pleased to announce they 
have acquired a limited number of Zoster (commonly 
known as Shingles) vaccine doses for administration 
within the Health District. 

Shingles is a condition that can present in 
individuals who had Chickenpox as a disease when they 
were younger. The Chickenpox virus remains dormant in 
the body after the childhood illness but can present as a 
"Shingles" rash later in life. This rash can be quite painful 
and often is accompanied by blisters. The rash usually 
lasts for 2-4 weeks. The Zoster vaccine has been shown in 
clinical trials to reduce the risk of shingles occurring by 
50%. It has also been shown to reduce the pain of shingles 
in those who get Shingles even though they have been 
immunized. 

The Zoster vaccine is available to those 60 years 
old and older. It is an expensive vaccine and not all 
insurance companies cover this vaccine. While the Health
